INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., (lP)—Notes 
written on the “500” after the mo- 
tors were stilled and all the num- 
bers were up: 

You go quickly at Indianapolis . . 

. one minute Floyd Roberts was 
as alive as the thundering car he 
whipped into the turn at better 
than 100 miles per hour . . . the 
next he was over the wall and 
bound for the finish line where the 
checkered flag falls for keeps... 
I talked to Roberts in the pits, just 
before the race and his big face was 
all smiles .. . “I have the car that 
can do it,” he said. “Tonight I'll 
have twenty grand in my kick, and 
you won’t hear anymore about a 
driver not being able to win two in 
@ row.” 


Here’s an ironic twist: by dying, 
Roberts saved the 117.20 m.p.h. re- 
cord he established last year ... it 
required 31 minutes to clear the 
track after his fatal accident and 
the drivers were held to slow speeds 
by the yellow flags during this 
time .... had the green flags 
been up all the way the winner 
would have had to average better 
than 120. 


Lou Meyer had all the luck of the 
race—and it was all bad... a lap 
ahead at 455 miles, and with his 
fourth triumph just around the 
corner, a plain, common old ordi- 
nary flat tire knocked him out of 
the lead ... the flat came at the 
worst possible place — in the first 
turn off the straightaway and a ful! 
two miles from his pit ... he was 
out of it when he finished bump- 
ing around the track on the punc- 
ture... it took his crew but 35 
seconds to supply him with a new 
wheel and he roared away to save 
second money .. . but Lady Luck 
had it in for Lou... on the 197th 
lap, just 7% miles from home, he 
went into another spin and had to 
call it quits. 

Jimmy Snyder, the lovable mad- 
man from Chicago who won sec- 
ond place, is a glutton for punish- 
ment ...a few hours after driving 
the 500 miles he jumped into a pas- 
senger car and started driving to 
Chicago .. . Snyder and Rex Mays 
are far and away the best actual 
drivers of racing cars in the country 

. uniike most of the other chauf- 
feurs, who fight the wheel, Jimmy 
and Rex bullet around with the ease 
and assurance of papa taking the 
family for a Sunday spin in the two 
door sedan. 


The 500 mile race’s answer to the 
critics who have been lambasting 
it as a sorry and worthless show 
was an attendance of between 125,- 
000 and 140,000 .. . Wilbur Shaw’s 
victory in a foreign car (Italian 
Maccrati) is expected to result in 
a flock of European machines to 
the 1940 race .. . until Shaw 
brought the Maserati in first, an 
import job hadn’t won since Howdy 
Wilcox’s Peugeot in 1919 . . the 
officials would like to see Germany 
send an Auto Union over ... they 
are reputedly the fastest thing on 
wheels . . . Mrs. Shaw did not give 
either her husband or his car credit 
for the victory ... she said it was 
all due to the Lady Bug she found 
in her corsage just before the race 
started ... “I tucked the bug away 
in my purse, it brought the luck we 
had to have” 


No sports event in the country 
produces as little betting as the 
“500.” There isn’t a_ Single 
bookie in the town who handles bets 
on the race, and there are scarcely 
any private wagers between indi- 
viduals .. . Ray Harroun, who drove 
the Marmon Wasp to victory in the 
first race in 1911, watched the 27th 
running and said the modern cars 
made his time so slow it embarras- 
sed him to be introduced to folks . . 
Harroun won at an average speed 
of 74.59 miles an hour and some sta- 
tistician figured out that had Har- 
roun been running today Shaw could 
have taken in a double feature movie 
and a Mickey Mouse after he had 
finished and still have been back at 
the track in time to see Harroun 
battle around the last lap...

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 


BENEFITS INCREASED 
BY LEGISLATURE 


SACRAMENTO, (lP\—Liberaliza- 
tion of payments under the state 
workmen’s compensation act will be- 
come effective 90 days after ad- 
journment of the legislature under 
terms of a bill signed by Gov. Cul- 
bert Olson. 

The bill, by Senator John D, Fo- 
ley, D, San Jose, increases death 
benefits from three to three and one 
half times the average annual earn- 
ings, with the minimum increased 
from $1000 to $2000 and the maxi- 
mum from $5000 to $6000. The min- 
imum for computation of average 
weekly earnings is increased from 
$6.41 to $10. 

If death occurs within 12 months 
after the injury death benefits are 
in addition to indemnity paid.

CONGRESS TOLD 
INDUSTRY NEED 


Roosevelt Hears From 
Industrialists At 
Dinner Conference 


CHICAGO, (lP) — The National 
Association of Manufacturers told 
congress today that restoration of 
public confidence — by clarifying 
government policies, tax revision 
and evidence of intent to balance 
the budget—is one of the most im- 
portant requirements for economic 
recovery. 


The association also renewed its 
demand for an investigation of the 
operations of the Wagner act and 
the national labor relations board 
and a comprehensive revision of the 
act. 


The demand was made in a state- 
ment adopted by the association's 
board of directors at its annual mid- 
western meeting last night. 


CONFERENCES HELD 

WASHINGTON, (WP) — Eight top 
flight industrialists left President 
Roosevelt today a candid Picture 
of business problems which they be- 
lieve must be tackled immediately 
if economic equilibrium is to be re- 
stored. 

The men, ail members of the busi- 
ness advisory council, dined at the 
White House last night and later 
met Mr. Roosevelt in his second 
floor study. They discussed the ec- 
onomic situation with him for two 
hours. No formal announcement was 
made but it was learned from one of 
those present that the business lead- 
ers “got off the chest” in a friend- 
ly manner many of the things they 
felt the President should hear. 


All phases of the economic situ- 
ation were discussed, it was learned, 
including such topics as labor, tax- 
ation, business legislation and gov- 
ernment regulation.

Nova 
tried to throw a right and missed 
badly and then, for the fifth time in 
the round, Baer cocked his right and 
sent it across like a rocket. But in- 
stead of dropping, Nova fought his 
way off the ropes and bulled Baer 
across the ring. 

The rest of the fight was a liberal 
education in the art of carving up a 
man’s face, Baer had fired his last 
shot and Nova went to work on him 
like a butcher. 

Between the 10th and 11th rounds 
Referee Frankie Fullam walked to 
Baer’s corner and said: “I ought to 
Stop this fight but Il give you one 
more round.” 

That’s all Nova needed. In one 
minute and 21 seconds of the 11th 
he had Baer’s back to the ropes 
and was pounding him into pulp. 
Then the referee stopped it.

SACRAMENTO, (lP)—San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay Bridge commut- 
ers looked forward today to “imme- 
diate” 20 per cent automobile toll 
reductions as the result of an agree- 
ment under which the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation will al- 
low the toll bridge authority to sell 
bridge bonds. 

Tolls will be cut from 50 to 40 
cents within a month, Gov. Culbert 
Olson said, and later will be reduc- 
ed to 35 cents. 


|VIGILANT, CAREGUL 
| WATCH KEPT FOR 
ESPIONAGE 


WASHINGTON, (iP) — Attorney 
General Frank Murphy revealed the 
government has taken extraordi- 
nary measures to guard against es- 
pionage on the west coast, partic- 
ularly at San Francisco. 

Murphy said the government had 
taken up a “vigilant, careful” 
watch against spying and sabotage 
in the area. He said the new mea- 
sures had been adopted at least 
partly because of an unprecedent- 
ed number of suspected sabotage 
acts in airplane factories. 

He said similar measures would 
be taken in the east “if necessary,” 
and pointed out that the “geogra- 
Phy and military position” on the 
west coast made the area suscept- 
ible to spying. 


As the correspondent’s launch 
came within 15 feet of the Brazen a 
man’s read suddenly bobbed above 
the water. He was lifted into one 
of the rowboats by eager hands.

COLORADO DECISION 
ON CHAIN STORE 
TAX RENDERED 


DENVER, — The Colorado su- 
Ppreme court today handed down 
a decision of far-reaching im- 
portance threatening possibly to up- 
set both national and state legisla- 
tion proposing discriminatory tax- 
ation of chain stores. This decision 
holds that a group of some thirty- 
five independently owned auto sup- 
Ply stores operating under the 
Gamble-Skogmo franchise come un- 
der the provisions of the Colorado 
Store License or Chain Store Tax 
Act. The decision holds that the 
use of the Gamble-Skogmo name, 
uniform store front, and contract- 
ual relations for supplying of mer- 
chandise all give Gamble-Skogmo 
Inc. control within the meaning of 
the act. This reverses the decision 
of the lower courts. 

State Treasurer Charles M. Arm- 
strong expressed the opinion that all 
voluntary and cooperative chains 
and all oil stations whieh use a 
common store design and name may 
come under the chain store tax by 
reason of this decision. Thus such 
so-called voluntary chains may have 
to pay the graduated chain store 
tax.in Colorado. If the principle is 
sustained such organizations will 
have to pay in twenty-one other 
States that have chain store taxes. 
Armstrong announced he will im- 
mediately examine all contracts and 
bring action where the same con- 
ditions apply.
